Jam es A. Houchin, one of the sev­

543.35, which, with a balance on hand 
July 6, 1914, of $22,890.68, makes a 
total of $129,414.03. Disbursements ag­ 
gregating $102,314.36, leaving a bal­ 
ance of cash on hand July 7, 1915, of 
$27,099.67. 
The total indebtedness of the city 
July I. 1915, was $180,392.04, divided 
as follows: 
Refunding bonds, (issue 
of 1897) $78,000; Liberty park bonds, 
$60,000; outstanding current revenue 
bonds, $42,000, outstanding warrants, 
$332.04. 
The report shows $5,900 paid on re­ 
funding bonds, and a balance on hand 
of $4,228.99 in excess of a year ago. 
The T, H. Johnson & Son Construc­ 
tion company was granted an exten­ 
sion of forty days in which to com­ 
plete the work of constructing sew­ 
ers in district No. 27. the extension 
in time being by ordinance. 
The contract for grading Barrett 
avenue from Broadway to Sixteenth 
street was awarded Barney Bertman 
at l l cents per square yard.
